Ronnie’s Ice Cream Parlor & Restaurant, 808 Hula Mart, 
Sunny’s Mart and Little Seoul 

 
HONOLULU (May 7, 2004) – The Honolulu Liquor Commission took the following action at 

its 42nd meeting of the fiscal year on May 6, 2004: 

- Ronnie’s Ice Cream Parlor & Restaurant (guilty), fined $250 for violation of Rule 17-

5.4(d) (failing to make available for inspection its books and records for the last four 

years). 

- 808 Hula Mart (no contest letter), fined $100 for violation of Rule 36-1 (failing to 

display shelf prices). 

- Sunny’s Mart (no contest), fined a total of $450 for violations of Rule 38-9(a)(2) (failing 

to have a registered manager), Rule 36-1 (failing to display shelf prices) and Rule 38-2 

(failing to have a current copy of the statues and Rules of the Commission) 

- Little Seoul (no contest plea), issued a letter of reprimand for violation of Section 281-

78(b)(a)(A) (selling liquor to a minor). 

 

During the public hearings portion of the meeting, the Commission voted to approve: 

- Transfer application from AYJ, Inc. for the transfer of the business and Dispenser 

General license (Cat. No. 3 and 4 – Live entertainment or Recorded Music and Dancing; 

and Hostess) of Solkum, Inc (dba Goodie Goodie Lounge), and for a change of trade 

name to  All Night Lounge.

General license of Storm Enterprises, Inc. (dba Storm Enterprises, Inc.) and for a 

change of trade name to Bambooze, Inc. 

- Transfer application from Hula Grill Waikiki, LLC, for the transfer of the business and 

Hotel General license of Outrigger Hotels Hawaii (dba Outrigger Waikiki Hotel) and 

for a change of trade name to Hula Grill Waikiki. 

- Transfer application from Yang’s Corporation for the transfer of the business and Retail 

General license of EKA Corp. (dba Wahiawa Market). 
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- Transfer application from Zanzabar Partners, LLC for the transfer of the business and 

Restaurant General license (Cat. No. 2 – Live entertainment or Recorded Music and

- Request from Outrigger Hotels Hawaii (dba Outrigger Waikiki Hotel) to permanently 

extend and delete various portions of their license premises. 

- Request from Duke’s Waikiki Partnership (dba Duke’s Waikiki) to permanently 

extend their licensed premises.
